BROTHER JOSEPH DUTTON 


EXPLAINS THE REASON OF 


REPORT OF HIS DEATH 


In a letter to "The Field Afar," a 
foreign misisonary publication of the 
Catholic church, Brother Joseph Dut- 
ton explains the reason for his report- 
ed death from leprcsy, a year or more 
ago. He writes: 


"You 
see, it'\vas this way. Our reg- 
ular time for la grippe liad come— 
same as usual since 1S91. That first 
year fifty-five of our people died, chief- 
ly old, weak cases, but since then it 
has been rather mild until'this year, 
when it was extremely severe. We did 
not have-so many deaths, perhaps, be- 
cause of far better hospital 
advant- 
ages, but the attacks lasted a long 
time. In three months the settlement 
had about four hundred cases."

While 
the industry has been crippled abroad 
great stocks of sugar are accumulat- 
ing to be dumped on our market as 
soon as the duty is removed.

Poland, declares that 
the' Russian 
"policy of fighting toy retreat," while 
in some ways Very effective, must in- 
evitably ruin the morale of the sol- 
diers. Discussing the 
campaign in 
Poland, he said: 
"If the Russians repeat the strategy 
of 1812 by devastating and 
burning 
everything behind them, they can do 
it without compelling us to repeat any 
of the mistakes of Napoleon. H is a 
foolish mistake to assume that the 
German staff is not thoroughly, famil- 
iar with the lesions of Napoleon's 1812. 
campaign. We have studied it thor- 
oughly, and have learned all it has to 
teach. 
"I came from the front a few days 
ago. I was located to the south of 
Cholni. There the Russian wheat was 
mostly untouched, but the villages are 
burned down and the Russians had 
taken all the agricultural laborers with 
them. We immediately formed Ger- 
man agricultural committees to har- 
vest the wheat. In some of the places 
the Russians are r.ow 
burning the 
further toward the interior I learn that 
wheat also, but this does nol bother us. 
"As a matter of fact, we shall not 
really invade Russia proper. We shall 
reach a certain line, will there recon- 
struct the defensive works, and 
re- 
main until peace comes. 
The tactics 
of the Russians to retreat when in dan- 
gerous positions will not persuade us 
to follow them -into dangerous posi- 
tions ourselves. We are much 
too 
clever for that. 
"The continuous retreat is not good 
military tactics—it is too hard on the 
morale of the soldiers. 
]n fact, my 
impression is that, to a great extent, 
the spirit of the .Russian 
army 
is 
great importance whether we pursue 
broken already. It will not be of any 
them or not, for the Russians at "pres- 
ent are incapable of any offensive on 
a. large scale. Here and there 
the 
Russians still possess ' intact' .forces, 
which can undertake a partial 
offen-. 
sive sometimes, but 
they 
do 
not 
achieve any success .of note. What- 
ever successes, they win at 
isolated 
points cannot affect the general situ- 
ation. 


"As to all this talk about '1812 tac- 
tics,' I am perfectly safe in saying that 
our armies will only continue the pur- 
suit as long as our communications are 
not threatened and the work of sup- 
plying the army goes on unhindered."

in swimming in polluted water, typhoid 
fever, conjunctivitis, 
and other dis- 


eases may be acquired. The report 
Drives in detail the results of the bac- 
terial and analysis made of the various 
pools and of thp effects of reflltration 
and chemical disinfection. It is point- 
pd out that when the. water is unfll- 
tered it i= apt to be cloudy, thereby 
maldim the 
danger 
<if accidental 


drowning very sreat. When refiltra- 
iion is practiced the water becomes 
clear and this danger is obviated. The 
reports concludes that, the cubic ca- 
pacity of a nool affects 
its sanitary 
condition; that the process of adding 
dilution water is an efficient means of 
reducing the number of bacteria in 
the water, and that-the. sunervision rf 
the plant and the class of attendants 
are also important factors in pool san- 
itation. 
The combination of reftltra- 
tion and - disinfection by the 
use of 


calcium hypo-chloride renders the san- 
itary condition of the water excellent. 
Many of the colleges and' 'secondary 
schools of the United States have as a 
graduation 
requirement, 
a proven 
ability to swim. This important field 
of athletics should be 
surrounded by 
every sanitary safeguard.

This year has been 
a bad one for brown rot and owners 
of plum treea have doubtless more 
or less of it. Unless proper sanitary 
measures-are used it is likely to ruin 
the next year's crop. 
The plums that have fallen from 
the trees should be collected and de- 
stroyed. 
All the mummies hangin 
on the trees should be removed an> 
destroyed.

Question:.!—I have a fine growth of 
alfalfa, on a piece that has already 
been cut three times this season. Is 
it too late to cut it again? 


Answer:—There1, is 
a very good 
answer to this question in a recent 
number of the Wisconsin -Farmer, in 
an illustration which shows graphi- 
cally the effect of late'fall cutting on 
the vigor of growth 
the 
following 
spring. 
Pictures of two bunches of 
alfalfa are shown, one "measuring 22 
inches in average height when cut, 
May 12, 1915. . This came from a plot 
that was: cut Sept. 2, 1914, 


The other sample came 
from the 
same plot but represents the average 
of a portion that was .c.ut Septf 26, 
191i, and measured only 17 inches in 
average height, on May 12, 1915. 


"Of course) one^ might say that the 
extra crop cut in the fall would more 
than compensate for the loss on the 


.first crop of the 
following 
spring. 
This, however, is not all Ithe story. 


! Late cut alfalfa IB much more apt to 
winter kill in severe winters and one 
runs the risk of losing the field. It 
should have at least S to 10 inches of 
growth for good winter protection. In 
a favorable fall one might secure thin 
after a'late cutting, but weather con- 
ditions are uncertain and one takes 
a risk as well, as decreasing the vigor 
of growth in the following season. 
The matter of the decrease in vigor 
of growth* is also more than the loss 
of amount produced for blue grass, 
that persistent enemy of alfalfa in 
this section, will rapidly develop in 
the thinned stand and the weakened 
plants will be soon crowded out by 
this native crass.

Neither does »&•> 
irrigate the arid lands of the W«t 
without the aid of man. 


Don't let damaging water g«t en 


the land if it can be prevented. An 
ounce of prevention Is worth a pound 
of cure in drainage. 


Don't think that it takes a wiiard to 


lay tile properly. Have a surrey mad« 
in sufficient detail, so as to chow th« 
fall. 
An intelligent use of this field 


will then insure succesn. 


Don't install a part of a drainage) 


system to which the remainder of th» 
system cannot later be Joined with 
advantage. 


Don't let outlet ditches remain idle 


when they should be working. Hav« 
surface ditches and tile to keep them 
busy. 


Don't spend* a dollar for small 


ditches and tile on a march until aa 
outlet is assured.

Many people are asking whether the 


present European war is the battle 


of 
Armageddon, 


and 
whether 
It 


means that we 
are nearing the 
end of the world, 
and what relation 
it bears to the 
second coming of 
Christ. 


In answer to 


the first part of 
the 
question 
it 


may be said that 
It IB not the bat- 
tle of Armageddon 
for three reasons. 
First, it IB not la 
the right location, 
second, it baa not 


the right objective, and third, it does 
not represent the right alignment of 
the nations. 


The battle of Armageddon will not 


be fought in Europe, but In Asia. 
"Har-Magedori," as the revised ver- 
sion translates it, is a mountain ris- 
ing up out of the plain of Esdraelon 
in northern Palestine. 
Great.and de- 


cisive battles have been fought there 
by the Hebrews, the Egyptians, the 
Saracens, 
and 
the 
crueaders, • and 


here the kings of the prophetic earth 
are to bs gathered, under the influ- 
ence of demons working miracles, for 
that battle of the great day of tha 
Lord God Almighty. 


Tho object of this battle will ,be the 


capture of Jerusalem, when it shall 
again be restored to the Jews prior to 
the second advent of the Messiah on 
their behalf; and the nations of the 
prophetic earth engaged in it will 
be those of the Roman empire fed- 
erated again under a secular despot 
whom mraiy associate with the anti- 
christ. 
Those nations do not Include 


Russia, nor do they include Germany 
or Austria-Hungary, except in part, 
so that a new alignment of the nations 
seems necessary before that battle. 
How far the present European war 
may contribute to that new align- 
ment, one cannot say, but so far as it 
does so. it may be called a prepara- 
tion for tho battle of Armageddon. 


• 
The End of the World. 


2. 
That this war cannot mean 


that we are near the end of the world 
is indicated in another way. For ex- 
ample, all Bible scholars are agreed 
that a,long period of peace and right- 
eousness is to prevail over the'earth 
before the end comes. From a pass- 
age in Revelation 20, it is gathered 
that, it will last a thousand years, 
from which it takes the name mil- 
lennium. 
This period not having be- 


gun as yet, it is clear the end of 
the world is at least 1,000 years away. 


But we may be near the end of the 


age, which is a 
different 
matter.

The catastrophe 


impending is not one which affects 
the true church which is the body of 
Christ, but the professing church, and 
the nations which, having a form of 
portliness are denying the power there- 
of. 
The church will escape the ca- 


tastrophe by being caught up to meet 
the Lord in the air, as it is written* in 
I Thessalonians 4, but that which be- 
falls the false church and the nations 
is the battle of Armageddon and what 
is connected with it, of which this Eu- 
ropean war is so frightful a fore- 
runner. 


Second Coming of Christ. 


3. The second coming of Christ 


means, of course, his personal in the 
sense of visible reappearing, and as 
stated before, so far as the church is 
concerned the event may be very far. 
It is after the church 1<= caught up to 
meet him in the air that the events 
transpire on earth which focus in the 
battle of Armageddon. His coming to 
the earth means the destruction of 
the nations thus headed up in the anti- 
christ, not in the sense that all their 
inhabitants are slain, but that as na- 
tions they cease to exist. 


The certainty and the imminence of 


our Lord's return is a mighty motive 
for repsntiince and faith in his name, 
and in the case of those of us who are 
saved- through faith it speaks with 
equal potency of the necessity for a 
holy life. 


To quoto the language of another, 


suppose this titanic conflict among 
the nation!) were the very last event 
to occur prior to the Lord's coming 
for his people to take them out of 
such a scene, does it not give intense 
significance to the words of Paul in 
the thirteenth chapter of his epistle' 
to the Romans where he says: "And 
that, knowing the time, that now it is 
high time to awake out of sleep: for 
now is our salvation nearer than 
when we believed."

FOR G. A. R. MEETING 


One of Largest Building in Washing- 


ton Being Made Ready for ^Ses- 


sion* of Encampment. 
[SPECIAL TO 'XHH GAZETTE] 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—Final 
arrangements for the reception 
and 


entertainment of the Grand Army vet- 
erans at their 49th annual 
encamp- 
ment during the week of September 
have not been completed. To correct 
any'.impression which might be gained 
by the association of ideas, it should 
be stated that the'encampment is not 
to be-a tented, affair. The 
reunion 


will not be held under canvas as has 
been the case with these affairs in 
many cities. Instead, the Washing- 
ton citizens' committee has provided 
tot the use of the veterans, a building 
adequately adapted for the purposes 
of the encampment and having, with 
the exception of the capitol itself, the 
largest ground floor space 
of 
any 
structure in the city. T.liis building is 
the one in which the last census was 
complied and stands at First street, 
adjoining the Capitol Plaza. The main 
floor is divided into two mammoth 
auditoriums in one of -Which the big 
reception on Tuesday night and 
the 
regular business session of the 
en- 
campment will be held. The other has 
been set aside for camp-fires and the 
dog-watch of the naval veterans.' On 
the floor above, there is a row oE twen- 
ty or more rooms wherein Hie various 
corps and departments will have their 
individual 
headquarters 
throughout 
the reunion. Rooms have also been 
assigned to lie fused as headquarters 
by the military and semi-military or- 
ganizations allied 
with the Grand 


Army, so that all of the proceedings 
held in connection with the encamp- 
ment will (be under one roof. 
A feature of the arrangements never 
heretofore provided will be a branch 
postofflce established in the 
encamp- 
ment building, to which will be as- 
signed ly the postmaster of Washing- 
ton, a force of clerks who will handle 
all incoming and outgoing 'majl for 
the veterans, and all correspondence 
intended for the visitors should be ad- 
dressed to the encampment headquar- 
ters. Rest-room, restaurant, .hospital 
and other appointments and equip- 
ments necessary for- the comfort and 
convenience of the old soldiers have 
installed in the building. 


The interior of the structure has 
been made to present a most attrac- 
tive appearance by a force of decora- 
tors which the Washington committee 
has brought from New York to give 
an artistic touch to the Encampment. 


At this writing, the weather bureau 


officials, judging 
the future by the 
past, have given it as their opinion 
that ideal climatic conditions will pre- 
vail in Washington during 
encamp- 


ment week, and in view of all the pre- 
parations and arrangements which 
have been made, 
this is all that is 


needed to make the 
fortcoming en- 
campment, the most memorable in the 
history of the 'Grand Army.

Parents of Belpit Catholic students 
rare-said to be very uridecided''on"what 
course to pursue. In interviews witli 
six parents, five were undecided and 
one mother declared that 'her daugh- 
ter was going to remain in -the col- 
lege and "that it would take more 
than the archbishop's letter to bave 
her withdrawn." 
The exodus, whic'h 
will start tomorrow, will not be univer- 
sal and the greater number of Catho- 
lic students will not have the matter 
decided for them by their parents un- 
til next week.
